he Indians had gone and to see who 
would go with him to bring back the 
horses and kill an Indian while they 
were about it. 
Milt .Shoemaker, Jim 
Beck, Fadie Terrell, Leo Crutchfield 
and I told him we would lie glad to 
go along and we saddled up and rode 
pretty peart, keeping close in 
their 
trail until we could see a faint curl 
of dust rising 
from where 
the im­ 
mense herd of .stolen horses were be­ 
ing driven.
